THE U.S. ELECTION 
Expectations have been fulfill- 
ed by the endorsement of the 
Roosevelt New Deal policies in 
the nation-wide elections. At no 
time did it appear likely that the 
Democrats would suffer a set- 
back. The consolidation of their 
position can be explained by two 
main factors. First and fore- 
most, the opposition had_little 
that was constructive to offer av. 
compared with the Roosevelt 
plans; ‘secondly, the electorate 
was obviously in a mood to give 
the President a fair chance of 
making good, rather than to 
obstruct him when only halfway 
through his task. Ina_ sense, 
the Democratic victory may be 
regarded as somewhat negative 
in character, but at the same 
time it is evidence of the fact 
that the people of the United 
States are still disposed to place 
their trust in the President and 
his-advisers;_—It_is-conceded _on. 
all hands that no occupant of 
White House was ever faced with 
problems of such magnitude or 
complexity as those which have 
been engaging Mr. Roosevelt's 
energies since he came into office. 


|This very circumstance, accom- 


panied by a recognition of the 
fact that the millenium cannot 
be expected to be attained over- 
night, is unquestionably a factor 
in the inclination to give -the 
Administration a full. oppor- 
tunity of grappling with an un- 
precedented situation, . There 
have, moreover, been welcome 
signs latterly of a revival in 
trade, and this has no doubt also 
played a part in the support 
given tothe Democrats. The 
tremendous sums spent in relief 
Gf the unemployed and the des- 
titute must also have influenced 
a big army of voters who have 


|benefited therefrom to. indicate 


their endorsement of the Govern- 
ment policy in this particular 
sphere. “Big. Business,’ of

to enthuse over the New Deal, 
but, despite all the scare propa- 


| ganda from this quarter, which

It is being brought home more 
clearly every day that Japancse 
industrialists, taught their trade 
by the western experts they have 
watched and whoso methods they 
have been at pains, to learn and 
copy, are reaping more and more 
the profits which once belonged 
wholly-to—the -Occidental_nations. 
Little by Httle, the Japanese have 
extended ‘their markets, mainly at 
the expense of Britain. Most re- 
cent figures show that they are 
penctrating the wealthy South 
American field. In- Brazil alone 
their trade’ has - multiplicd tre- 
mendously. In,1913 Brazil im- 
ported goods to the value of £36,- 
933 and exported £2,931 to Japan. 
In 1928, Japan exported to: Braz 
over-£200,000 in goods and im- 
ported only £29,000 worth. Since 
then the Japanese exports’ -have 
fallen only slightly, while the 
Brazilian exports to Japan have 
steadily mounted until they are 
now £53,000 annually... It is signi- 
fleant to note that the trade of 
other nations with Brazil has in 
almost every instance fallen 
steadily since 1914. The Argent- 
ine in 1933 imported from Japan 
goods to the value of £9,951,159 
and exported £1,641,943, ond thie 
year Ber deporte from the same 
source are already £8,368,429 and 
her exports £4,783,732. ‘Much of 
the: Increase of Japan’s trade to 
South America is derlved from the 
demands. of the thousands of 
Japanese settlers who are pouring 
nto the country and popularizing 
the products of their home tand.

Now there are 
times that it may bo deusiruble and 
perhaps even netessary to show can- 
dour but even so there is a right 
and wrong way of doing it, Whe- 
‘ther it Is that the speed of life has

In, 1847’ Edmund Tompkins played 
W. J. Cox, and, unless there was 
unrecorded “timo out” for for re- 
freshments, they were at it ham: 
mer ond tongs for 4% hours, at 
tho end of which an exhausted 
Tompkins got home by the odd sct, 
In 1866 this same Edmund, son of 
“Peter” Edmund, when his own 
James: Street, Haymarket court 
(then the headquarters of English 
Tennis), was dismantled, came 
back to his native heath, bringing 
with him from James Street -tuv 
dedans benches on ‘which the 
spectators at Merton Strect still 
sit in antique discomfort. He 
held the lense till 1887, when he

cording to Mr. John Landesco, 
Chicago criminologist, who perhaps 


_{ has an intimate acquaintance with 


more gangsters than any other man 
in-the United States. 


Gangsters and racketcers suffer- 
ed-henvy lossea when the depresafon 
first struck, and their “customers” 
fuund the “pay-offs” greater than! 
profits and closed shop, he said. 


“71t was then that gangs began 
to ascend to new heights of In- 
fluence when ‘they entered the 
liquor industry to recoup lont pro- 
fits,” he explained. - 


“Necd for 
centralised supervision became ap- 
parent. Soon gangs were organised 
in different sections of American 
cities. They warred on each other 
for supremacy in the Hquor in- 
duatry. Prices rose, profits were 
good, but the people soon refused 
to buy at high prices due to the 
depression, © and profits again 
dwindled. 


“The N.R.A. appeared and set 
price codes for the alcohol industry 
which resulted in organised crime 
turning to kidnapping for profits. 
But thin racket proved too rieky 4 
business to continue.” 


Mr. Landesco predicted that with 
the fading of kidnapping as a pro- 
fitable racket and the erime depres- 
sion gradually ‘making gangaters 
more desperate, that a wave . of 
reserve bank robberies and mint 
shipments holdups probably would 
follow. ; 


He said gangs were most danger- 
ous ‘when they were in the dissolu- 
tion perlod.—United Preas.

MANCHUKUO'S OIL 


Manchukuo - will presently bo 
served by an oil monopoly. This 
development fs being carried out at 
the expense of. the British, Dutch 
and American operators already 
established there. It will, so it 
seems, benefit only Japanese ofl 
intereats, who will allegedly hold a 
controlling interest in the mono- 
poly company. The foreign opera- 
tora have protested, to their 
Governments, and their Govern- 
ments have protested to Japan. 
Unfortunately, however, —_ little 
seems to have come of the inter- 
ghange -of notes. Japan simply 
refers the powers concerned to the 
Manchuktio Government, whicn, in- 
eidentally, none of them has re- 
cognised politically, Japan insists 
that the matter is ‘beyond her 
responsibility, though she surely 
will‘not pretend that it is beyond 
her control, Meanwhile, plans for 
the monopoly presumably go for- 
ward, and protests in a never-end- 
ing stream will not alter the situa- 
tion. All this in apite of -the 
Japanese guarantee that the “Open 
Door” to Manchukuo would never 
be closed to foreign business. Is 
this an experiment In diplomney?

really intelligent individual asso- 
ciated with the Great War. 

There is porhaps no shade more 
irritability in his onslaughts on the 
combatant figtrehcads, however. 
and I am not certain L.G. does not 
overdo things. That our military 
commanders were unequal to the 
problem of a war on such dimen. 
sions aa the last one {is probably 
true enough. The Great’ War pro- 
duced, so far as we aro concerned, 
no soldier equal to a Marlborough, 
a Cromwell, or even perhaps a 
Wellington. But the humdrum 
direction of plain bread-and-butter 
tacticians lke Haly and the rest 
was probably safer than the rash 
and impulsive fleas of even the 
most gifted polltical amateurs. 

More lives might have been 


than-* were often thrown away, 
admittedly, by the uninspired 
endeavours of lterre-a-terre. profes- 
stonals, Even Foch comes under 
the censure of L.G. in some mat- 
ters.

There 
were frat two Edmunds of that 
name, the second. of whom, when 
he migrated to Windmill Street, 
sent his son, “Peter” Edmund 
Tompkins, back tv Oxford to keep 
up the family tradition. The Iat- 
ter went to Brighton in 1836, and 
there was 1 break of 80 years in 
the family tenure, but a fruitful 
break, during which Thomas Sabin 
was the lessee. He established the 
Prize Racquet in 1860, and during 
hia rule, in 1869, the University 
match was started.

FAMOUS MATCH. 

During this period the court was 
the scene of a number of famous 
matches, one of which looks ns 
though it must hold the record for 
lengtn of time tor a five-set match.

Sir William Peel’s Address} 


To Students 


His Excetlency the Governor, 
Sir Wiliam Peel, in the course of 
an specch’ to students of St 
Stephen's College, at Stanley yer- 
terday, when he present’ the 
tradition and 
soo manners, . : 

‘Bishop Hall .presided, and tho 
‘Warden, the Rev. E. W. L, Martin, 
in the course of his report stated 
that wherias the school removed 
to Stanley five yeara ago with 
somp 70 board srs and 70 day boys.’

five and the boarders 135. He 
attributed this to the ideal con- 
dtons for <ducation prevailing 
at Stanley,

In the course of hin speech, H. E. 
the Governor sald: 

1 otetave cae dt in considered 
usual on occasions auch an this to 
any on few worda especially ta the 
boys but I confess that I always 
seet very difldent about it. Max 
O'Rell once wrote “ndvice Is a luxury 
chiefly enjoyed by the one who gives 
in” [ doubt however whether I can 


claim to enjoy even giving advice, | 


It in no very difleult to find any- 
thing new to kay oon any subject 
vhieh one might resisonnbly bring up. 
There nre however two things to 
which I should Hke to refer, One 
in the well known theme of tradi- 
(lon, 

I should indeed hesitate to refer 
to it were it not that St. Stephen's 
College from Its special constitution 
and aims appeara to me more than 
any school in Hongkong to offer the 
opportunity for developing great 
traditions, Now the word tradition 
impites that {t is something handed 
down but it fa not suflicient to go 
to n school and ‘inerely accept the 
traditions that you find there: it ja 
essential that you ehotld foster and 
develop such traditions and hand 
them down in turn to your succes: 
sors not only untarnished but: en- 
hanced: and tradition does not mere- 
ty imply pride in the school and its 
Past but pride in all that ine xcuuw 
stands for jn its reputation for in- 
tegrity, honesty and straight dealing. 


MAINTAINING STANDARD. 


Ench of you must do your very 
best to help not merely to maintain 
such a reputation at a high level 


but even to ralse it so that, you |. 


may feel when you leave that you 
have added something to the value 
of what was entrusted to you, 

It has been said that tradition and 
Mscipline are essential. to the deve- 
lopment and maintenance of national 
life und of this there can be little 
doubt, and these characteristics must 
surely be developed to the full. In 
this connection I should like to say 
that Natlonalism Jooms very large 
Co-day but it his its dangers. There 
is no doubt that-a nation should set 
out te, develop and purify its 
national life but only as a step to- 
wards greater things. A week, in- 
eMeient or dishonest nation i4 bound 
to be a clog in the great world 
machine and it is the duty of ench 
nation. while . strengthening —anil- jm- 
proving itaclf to keep alive to the 
fact that in doing so it is not de- 
veloping itself merely into a strong 
tnolnted unit but is making {itself fit 
to take its proper place in the world. 

To thoxe of you who are on the 
threshold of a wider life of citizen- 
ship [ venture to commend these 
thotights for. your consideration, 


MANNERS. 


The other matter about which I 
should like to say o word is thot 
of good mannere. One ennnot but 
feel With some. sadness that the ten- 
deney of the world to-day ia to 
neglect good manners. By that ex- 
pression I do not mean mere ctiquetie 
but rather. politeness and considern- 
tion for your fellows whether they 
be old or young. True good man- 
ners must be Uased on such con- 
sideration for others. It is not 
necessary to be insincere. There are 
many people who think that jt is 
much more straight and honourable 
to behave and speak exactly ag uney 
may feel at the moment. Roche- 
foucauld said in one of his cctebrat- 
ed maxims “the majority of young 
people believe themselves to be 
nntura) when they-are only unpollsh- 
ed and unmannerly.” There ts I 
feur o touch of that idea in tho 
part of the world from which I come, 
namely the north of England, The 
average Northerner rather prides 
himself on standing for no humbug 
but just saying exactly what he 
thinks and feels, Now there are 
times that it may be desirablo and 
Perhaps even necessary to show can- 
dour but even ao there iz a right 
and wrong way of doing ‘jit.. Whe- 
ther it fs that the spced of life han 
increased so much that people can- 
not be bothered to indulge in cour- 
tenles to the same extent, that they 
used to I cannot say. but there fs 
a herr that ihere elias a dn. 
erioration in, resp a thing 
which “is greatly to be deplorea, 
Courtesy and consideration for others 
do help so much to make the wheels 
of life move along smoothly and I 
therefore appeal to all you boys not 
to undervalue thelr worth and again 
I streas what. I consider to be a 
fact that true politeness ig not bas- 
ed on rules of ctiquette but’on kind- 
ness and consideration for tho -x‘ccl- 
ings of others. Now ‘that must end 
my brief preaching. 

In conclusion I express the hopa 
that as ‘this ‘is my firat oMfclal visit 
to the College it will-be found pos- 
sible to mark it by allowing ‘the 
early convenicnt

ANGLO JAPANESE 
DISCUSSIONS — 


London, Nov. 7. 
The London _ bilateral naval 
conversations were continued this 
afternoon, when. formal mect- 
ing between the British and 
Japanese delegates was held, the 
Prime Minister presiding. 


A brief communique stated: that 
the discussion of the Japanese 
proporals was continued. These 
proposals, inter alia, substitute 
equatity for the differontint ratio 
of mnval strengths fixed by tho 
Washington Treaty, but tlicy have, 
so far proved unacceptable to 
both the American and British 
dciegations,. 


In their present atiane: the con- 
verantions are directed towards 
bringing the three Powers ‘into 
line, but the confidential naturo 
of the talks Ia: being strictly ob- 
served, and the progreas made 
along these Hnesa in nat yet re- 
vealed.
